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DECISION DISMISSING 
PETITION UNDER 

37 CFR 1.48 



This decision is in response to the petition filed April 29, 
2004 in the above-identified application. Petitioner requests 
that inventorship be corrected in accordance with 3 7 C.F.R. 
1.48. 



Specifically, the petition requests that Reuven Nanikashvili be 
added as a co-inventor. 



The petition is DISMISSED. 

A grantable petition under 37 C.F.R. 1.48(a) to add a co- 
inventor requires the following submissions: (1) a statement 
setting forth the desired inventorship change; (2) a statement 
from the co- inventor to be added that the error occurred without 
deceptive intention on his or her part; (3) a declaration from 
each actual inventor; (4) the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17 (i) ; 
and (5) written consent of the assignee, if any of the original 
inventors has executed an assignment. 

The petition filed April 29, 2004 appears to be grantable with 
respect to 37 CFR 1.48. It is, however, unsigned by the 
attorney, Caleb Pollack. 

37 CFR §§ 1.4 and 1.34(a) require a registered attorney acting 
in a representative capacity to sign papers submitted to the 
U.S. Patent and Trademark Office. 



Because the declaration filed April 29, 2 004 was not signed by- 
Applicant's attorney, this petition is hereby dismissed . A 
properly signed petition would be grantable.
